He said he did n ot feel that the ta r­ 
iff would cause a pan ic, but that it 
would in jure the farmers, workin g- 
men an d small man ufacturers, all of 
whom are the in depen den t producers 
of the coun try . 
Represen tativ e 
Samuel W. Smith 
came to the poin t. lie asked if the 
Democratic majority could poin t to 
an y piece of free trade or tariff-for- 
rev en ue-on ly legislation that did n ot 
brin g disaster. Neither is it possible 
to get an y hope or con solation froiu 
the fact that every piece of similar 
legislation has brought about con ­ 
dition s like we had in 18 37 , in 18 57 , 
an d in the n in eties. 
“You say this bill will reduce tuo 
cost of livin g,” said Represen tativ e 
Foss.

COTTON SUCCESSFULLY 


CULTIVATED IN WEST. 


Certain Va rieties Thriv e 
In Arizo na 
and Califo rnia. 


The experiment of growing Durango 
cotton in the Imperial valley of Cali­ 
fornia is proving successful, according 
to reports made by Argy le McLachlan, 
assistant iu crop acclimatization, to 
the department of agriculture. 
Durango cotton is a long staple up­ 
land variety of cotton which is appar­ 
ently well adapted to conditions in the 
Imperial valley and elsewhere in Cali­ 
fornia and Arizona. 
The experiments 
are in their third y ear, having been be­ 
gun in 1911 on three acres of land near 
El Centro. 
In 1912. 200 acres were 
planted by six growers from seed 
grown by the original planter, W. E. 
Wilsie. 
Between 6.000 and 7 .000 acres will 
be planted to Durango cotton in the 
Imperial valley In 1913. 
In fact, all 
the available supply of Durango seed 
in Texas was bought, and a much 
larger average would be planted this 
y ear if more seed could be obtained. 
It is estimated that about 20.000 acres 
more will be planted to short staple 
cotton, chiefly of the Me bane variety. 
This estimate of 20.000 or more acres 
includes acreages to be planted in 
Lower California adjoining the Im­ 
perial valley 
The government has been conducting 
experiments for several y ears in grow­ 
ing Egy ptian cotton in Arizona. 
Last 
y ear 300 acres were seeded in the Salt 
River valley, and the acreage has been 
materially increased in 1913. 
This 
cotton has not sold lower than 21 cents 
a pound and has brought as high as 30 
cents, the planters clearing $50 to $G0 
an acre.

BAD EGG IS “ IN BAD” AGAIN. 


Go v ernment Ex po ses It In a Co mpre­ 
hensiv e Bulletin. 
The economic undesirability of the 
bad egg has been set forth by the de­ 
partment of agriculture in a bulletin 
entitled “The Care of the Farm Egg.” 
To the ignorance of the farmer and 
producer and not to the buy er and 
shipper is attributed the greatest part 
of the annual loss of millions of dol­ 
lars in spoiled eggs. 
“Every y ear there is a loss of mil 
lions of dollars in bad eggs.” the re­ 
port states, “the direct result of hap 
hazard methods of production, mar­ 
keting and shipping. The greater part 
of this loss is due mainly to ignorance 
or indifference on the part of the farm­ 
er and producer, and only a small part 
is caused by carelessness on the part 
of the buy er and shipper.” 
The bulletin reviewed the work of 
experiment stations and state agricul­ 
tural colleges in eliminating the losses 
and said that “on every hand an in 
terest is being manifested in improv­ 
ing the conditions in all branches of 
poultry work.” 
A general reform in 
the handling of the egg from the nest 
to the breakfast table is outlined in 
the bulletin.

a COLLECTION of inspiring stories 
J \ 
of heroism is the report just is- 
I w. 
sued by the Carnegie hero fund 
commission on the work done 
during its nine y ears of existence. Of 
particular interest are the 142 pages 
devoted to brief recapitulations of the 
deeds of heroes who received awards. 
The report shows that a total of 7 23 
heroes and heroines have been identi­ 
fied, proved and honored by the com­ 
mission since its foundation. 
These 
noble brave were of all ages, ranging 
from tenderest childhood to venerable 
persons nearing the limit of life. 
They come from nearly all the races 
into which humanity has been divided, 
and every one of them seems to have 
acted without one moment's delay , of­ 
ten in the face of frightful odds. Most 
of the deeds of heroism were in the 
rescue of drowning swimmers, skat­ 
ers, flood victims or shipwrecked mari­ 
ners; many were at fires, others in sav­ 
ing miners from crumbling earth and 
rock and firedamp explosions. 
There were many cases of men fallen 
unconscious upon electric wires carry ­ 
ing high current. Some of these were 
saved alive, but in many cases the in­ 
jured and their would be rescuers per­ 
ished together. 
Perhaps the most remarkable in­ 
stance in the record was the death of 
Lincoln J. Partridge at Bristol, Me., 
on Nov. 23, 1907 . 
George D. Tarr, a 
fisherman sixty -two y ears old, cried for 
help when his clothing had caught in 
a belt wheel. 
Fartridge reached over 
a circular saw making 1,500 revolutions 
a minute, slipped, fell and was cut in 
twain. 
Twenty-five dollars a month 
was awarded to his widow, with $5 a 
month to each of his children. 
A sil­ 
ver medal was given also. 
It is the rule to award a medal, 
whether of gold, silver or bronze, to 
deserving heroes and to give money 
when money is needed for the support 
of the hero’s family —if he has died of 
his heroic act—or for educational pur­ 
poses or to purchase a home. 
There 
is no thought of mere reward in the 
giving of the money. 
As Mr. Carnegie phrases the idea. 
“I do not expect to stimulate or cre­ 
ate heroism by this fund, knowing well 
that heroic action is impulsive, but 1 
do believe that if the hero is injured 
in his bold attempt to serve or save his 
fellows he and those dependent upon 
him 
should 
not suffer 
pecuniarily 
thereby .” 
Thorough Investigation. 
In every case reported to the com 
mission a searching investigation is 
made into all the facts, so that we 
may be sure that every one included 
in the commission's list of heroes is 
genuine. 
Here is a ty pical case: 
W. Roy Stokes, aged twelve, school­ 
boy, died attempting to save Lorena 
J.. Sarah G., and Charlotte Iveuly. 
aged twelve, thirteen and eight, re­ 
spectively , from drowning at Coro!. 
Pa.. Jan. 18 . 19 08 . The girls, none of 
whom could swim, were together on 
the ice on a reservoir, when the ice 
broke and they fell into the water, 
nine feet deep. 
^ 
Stokes, who could not swim well and 
who knew that the ice in the vicinity 
of the hole was not safe, skated to the 
hole from a point 400 feet distant. 
Lying face downward, he pulled Lore­ 
na up oil tlu ice, and then one of them, 
or Stokes and Lorena together, at­ 
tempted to pull one of the other 
g irls 
out. when they fell into the water. All 
were drowned. 
A silver medal was given in honor 
of the boy, and $1.000 was bestowed 
to help his father and mother. 
In the 
strange case that follows a silver med­ 
al only was awarded: 
Austin M. Morgan, aged fifty-five, 
real estate dealer, saved William 
E. 
Mason, aged thirty -two. minister, from 
assassination at Cleburne, Tex., Dec. 
7 , 1907 . 
In the dark Mason was at­ 
tacked in his y ard by a man with a 
revolver, who fired twice at him. one 
shot plowing through his scalp. 
The man then shot Mason’s mother 
and his wife. Mason, calling for help, 
ran toward Morgan’s home, pursued 
by the assassin. 
Morgan heard the 
shots and calls for help and ran from 
his home to the street with his revol­ 
ver in his hand. 
When Mason was within six feet of 
Morgan the assassin fired again, the 
bullet striking Mason, who fell at Mor­ 
gan’s feet. 
With their revolvers but 
two feet apart Morgan and the assas­ 
sin exchanged shots, neither being hit, 
find the latter then turned and ran 
from the scene. 
The wounds of the 
injured were of a serious nature, tfut 
all recovered. 
Cecil R. Karberg. a reporter, nine­ 
teen y ears old, who could swim very 
little, tried to save Dorothy McGrew, 
who was being swept away into 
the 
Pacific o cean o ff La J o lla. Cal.. o n 


Aug. 6, 1911. 
Karberg died of heart 
disease as he swam. A bronze medal 
and $500 were awarded to his mother. 
Ernest E. Boggess. aged thirty -two, 
machinist, attempted to save Ray S. 
Utter, aged twenty , machinist, from 
burning at Hood Itiver, Ore., May 18, 
1910. 
Utter was working at a gaso­ 
line brazing machine in a machine 
shop when a str'eam of burning gaso­ 
line spurted from the tank. His cloth­ 
ing was ignited, and the building was 
set on fire. 
With his arms across his face, Utter 
backed into a corner and crouched to 
j get out of the flame. 
Boggess ran 
■ to Utter from an adjoining room, 
passing through the stream of gaso- 
| line flame, which was then six inches 
in diameter. 


Ran Through Fire. 
Utter was somewhat bewildered, and 
: Boggess put his arm around him and 
assisted him toward a place of.safety . 
They passed through the stream of 


j fire and through flames which rose 
j from the floor, but before Boggess 
j could get Utter from the building Ut- 
; ter expired. 
Boggess escaped, but he was so se- 
| verely burned that he was disabled 
forty -four days. He received a bronze 
medal. $425 disablement benefits and 
$1.000 for a worthy purpose. 
True courage recks nothing of the 
weakness of age. as witness this inci­ 
dent taken from page 149 of the com­ 
mission's report: 
Richard S. Stokes, aged seventy -four, 
retired, saved Lillie B. Evetts, aged fif­ 
teen; Ii. Ashley Greaves, aged twenty - 
one. assistant bank cashier, and Eva 
Foster, aged fourteen, from drowning 
at Louieta, Tex.. July 19. 1911. Greaves 
and Miss Foster, who Cbuld not swim, 
stepped into swift, deep water in the 
Colorado river, thirty feet from the j 
bank, and went down. 
When they | 
came up they clutched each other ami 
j 
called for help, and Stokes, not heed- | 
ing the calls of his wife and daughter 
j

| vived. O'Loughlin, lost his life a y ear 
later in another sewer accident.

j bronze medal and $1.200 were bestowed 
upon his widow. 
Fought Mad Bull. 
Slightly y ounger and of a wonderful 
agility was the hero of the following: 
Biddle Hiles. aged fifty-six, bank 
cashier, saved Walenty Szymkowski 
from an enraged bull at Salem, N. J., 
June 11, 1910. 
Szymkowski entered a 
pasture and was attacked by the bull 
: and knocked to the ground. He clung 
to the bull’s neck while it tried to toss 
and gore him. 
Hiles entered the pasture from a road 
and went to Szymkowski’s aid with a 
four foot fence rail, with which he 
struck the bull on the nose. Szymkow 
ski let go of the bull when Hiles 
shouted to him to do so, staggered to a 
fence and escaped from the pasture. 
The bull charged at Hiles, and he 
struck at it again. 
Backing 
to ward 
the fence, Hiles co ntinually beat the 
bull with the rail as the animal made 
short charges toward him. 
When he 
reached the fence Hiles struck the bull 
three rapid 
blo ws, and while it was 
somewhat dazed he v aulted the fence. 
Szymkowski had been go red in the 
thigh, his clo thes had been ripped o pen, 
and he had a number o f flesh wo unds 
and bruises. Hiles did no t care to ac­ 
cept any mo ney , but he did take a 
bro nze medal. 
Sarah H. Killikelly , sev enty y ears 
old, author 
and educato r, sav ed Mary 
E. Kilgallon, 
aged twenty -six , fro m 
burning to death 
at Pittsburgh, Sept 
26, 1908. With her clo thing a mass o f 
flames the maid ran through the ho use 
calling for help. Miss Killikelly threw 
her to the flo o r and smo thered the 
flames with a rug, her hands being 
badly burned. The maid suffered v ery 
serio us burns o f the bo dy generally . 
Miss Killikelly receiv ed a silv er medal 
and a pensio n o f $7 5 a mo nth fo r life. 
There are in the reco rd manv In­ 


stances o f the hero ism o f negro es. 
Here is one; 
Martha Generals (colored), aged fifty- 
seven, a housewife, rescued Peter M. 
Malkemes, nine y ears oid, from elec­ 
trocution at Wilkesbarre. Pa., July 29, 
1906. Unable to release his hold of an 
electric light wire carry ing 2.200 volts, 
the boy was being jerked about when 
Mrs. Generals grabbed him by the 
neck and received a shock which tem­ 
porarily paraly zed her arm. 
She appealed to by standers to aid the 
boy, but none responded. 
Then she 
grasped him again and succeeded in 
pufling him free from the wire. 
Her 
hand was disabled for a week. 
The 
boy’s hand was badly burned. 
Mrs. 
Generals received a bronze medal and 
a life pension of $20 a month. 
A Thrilling Rescue. 
One of the most thrilling instances 
of heroism is this, found on page 97 
of the report: 
Thomas W. Moran, aged forty-two, 
contractor, saved Anna Z. Eggers, aged 
twenty -eight, from an impending fatal 
fall at Pittsburgh, Sept. 4, 1910. 
Mo­ 
ran. by sticking his fingers and the toes 
of his shoes Into the meshes of a wire 
lattice screen inclosing the porches of 
a hospital, managed to reach the wo­ 
man. who was insane and was try ing 
to escape. 
He reached her as she stood on a 
two inch ledge of the screen, forty-two 
feet above the ground, threw his arm 
around her waist and got behind her 
to keep her from falling. 
Moran held 
her about twenty minutes, during 
which time she struggled to free her 
self. 
He felt himself growing weak 
and called for help. 
Firemen dropped a noosed rope from 
the roof, and Moran and another man 
who had climbed the screen fastened 
the rope around the woman, and she 
was hoisted and taken into the build­ 
ing. The rope was lowered again, and 
Moran tied it about himself and was 
lowered to the ground. He received a 
bronze medal and $1,000. 
William H. Edwards, commissioner 
of street cleaning for New York, knock­ 
ed down and captured the powerful 
lunatic. Gallagher, who shot Mayor 
William J. Gay nor on board the steam­ 
ship Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse at Ho­ 
boken Aug. 9, 1910. 
No mention is made in the report of 
Mr. Edwards’ heroism in saving Galla­ 
gher from the angry crowd that was 
going to drown him. Mr. Edwards got 
a silver medal for saving Mayor Gay- 
nor’s life. 
A silver medal was awarded to the 
heroine of this tragedy : 
Marie V. B. Langdon, aged twenty , 
housewife, saved Sophie, Henry L. arid 
Estella M. and attempted to save Ger­ 
trude S. Jacques, aged twenty-one, 
four, one and two respectively , from 
freezing at Telma, Wash.. Jan. 11, 1907 . 
With the thermometer 14 degrees be­ 
low zero and the snow six feet deep. 
Mrs. 
Langdon. 
without 
snowshoes. 
went 600 feet from her home on hear­ 
ing cries for help and met Mrs. Jacques 
and two of her children, only partly 
clad, who had fled from their burning 
horn« . 
She relieved the woman of the baby 
and carried it to her home, followed 
by the mother, returned and got Hen­ 
ry and then struggled through the 
snow about three-quarters of a mile, 
where Gertrude was found, the mother 
having l>een compelled to abandon her 
after having removed the only skirt 
she wore and wrapping it around the 
child. 
When Mrs. Langdon had car­ 
ried Gertrude halfway to the house 
she discovered that the child was dead 
and was compelled to abandon the 
child, as her own strength was rapidly 
failing. 
She was barely able to reach 
the house.

Vain Martyrdom. 
Men of all walks of life are among 
the heroes, as witness the following 
from page 121 of the report: 
William McSweeney, aged thirty -six, 
bartender, died attempting to save 
Charlotte J. O’Brien, aged twenty 
eight, from drowning at Utica, N. Y.. 
Nov. 4, 1911. 
McSweeney dived and 
swam about seventy feet toward Mrs. 
O’Brien, who. unable to swim, was 
drifting downstream in the Erie canal 
at night in water eight feet deep. 
When within six feet of Mrs. O'Brien 
McSweeney sank and was drowned. 
Mrs. O’Brien was rescued by men who 
extended a pole to her. 
Fifty -five 
dollars 
a 
month 
was 
awarded for the support of McSwee- 
ney ’s widow and children, with a 
bronze medal In honor of his great sac­ 
rifice. 
Every page of the commission’s re­ 
port is worth reading. Beside some of 
the wonderful stories of heroism relat­ 
ed there the imaginings of the most 
fervid novelists seem pale and dull. 


FEAR FOR RUSSIAN DUMA. 


Believ ed Reactio naries Are Try ing to 
Disso lv e It. 
The dissolution of the duma is be 
lieved to be imminent. 
The reaction­ 
aries say it has been too independent, 
and the Conservative party has begun 
to deliberate secretly on the question of 
dissolution. 
It is said to be the plan o f the bu­ 
reaucracy to hav e the duma replaced 
by the “ zemski so bar,” a co nsultativ e 
chamber co mpo sed o f great lando wn­ 
ers. These landlo rds, thro ugh the cab­ 
inet, already are ex ercising almo st ab­ 
so lute po wer thro ugho ut Russia, but 
they are av erse to criticism o f their ac­ 
tio ns by the chamber which ev en Id 
the Smallest degree is representativ e 
o f the peo ple. 


Walked 5 4 ,000 M i!« . 
A trackwalker o n the Pennsy lv ania 
railro ad fo r ten y ears has walked 5 4,- 
000 miles and spent $6 6 0 fo r sho es. He 
has quit to take a jo b tending gate at 
a cro ssing where he can sit do wn at 
tils wo rk. 


A real life drama, which caught and 
held the attention of the nation as per­ 
haps no play on the boards has ever 
done, was the recent struggle of B. 
Sanders Walker, a y oung banker 
o f 
Macon, Ga„ against inevitable death. 
Mr. Walker, who was married and 
had one little son, took one night a 
seven grain tablet of bichloride of mer­ 
cury, mistaking it for a headache rem­ 
edy. 
The error was not discovered 
until several 
hours 
later. 
Nothing 
then could be done to counteract the 
poison, which, if not reijioved from the 
sy stem a short time after it is taken, 
defies all medical skill. 
Mr. Walker’s first intimation of trou­ 
ble was severe pain which rapidly grew 
worse. He called a phy sician and, aft­ 
er a brief examination, was told as 
gently as possible that his death must 
ensue within a few day s, perhaps with­ 
in a few hours. 
Stunned by the fact at first, Mr. 
Walker soon recovered his composure 
and began arranging his business af­ 
fairs. He called an attorney and made 
his will. Then lie conferred with busi­ 
ness associates, disposing of all mat­ 
ters that had been under his direct 
supervision. 
After that he threw his 
home open to the citizens of Macon 
and held “open house” to bid them all 
farewell. 
As soon as the nature of Mr. Wal­ 
ker’s illness was discovered the best 
phy sicians available were called to at­ 
tend him. 
A corps of nurses also ar­ 
rived at the home, and from that time 
on the struggle was on in earnest 
Ho pe o f Reco v ery . 
Mr. Walker was repeatedly sweated 
In the hope that the poison might be 
removed from his sy stem. 
He was 
also given intravenous injections of 
salt water at frequent intervals, and 
once In twelve hours the phy sicians 
fed him a pint of olive oil. 
There was a temporary improve­ 
ment. and both Mr. Walker and his 
friends began to hope against hope that 
he would throw off the powerful poi­ 
son. 
“I’ll win out y et.” he said cheerfully 
when informed that his condition had 
improved slightly. 
The phy sicians in­ 
formed him that no person in his con­ 
dition had been known to live longer 
than twenty -one day s after taking the 
poison, but he held to life until the last 
ray of hope was gone. 
News of Mr. Walker’s valiant battle 
with death was telegraphed to every 
important city of the country and scat­ 
tered broadcast by the press, bulletins 
o n his condition being sent out twice 
o r more each day. 
In return from all parts of the na­ 
tion telegrams were sent to the Walker 
home by phy sicians and others who 
had had experience with similar cases. 
From Johns Hopkins medical school 
at Baltimore emanated the suggestion 
that Mr. Walker’s life might be saved 
if one o f his kidney s could be removed 
and replaced by another from the body 
o f a person recently dead. 
Mercurial 
poison paraly zes the kidneys, the phy ­ 
sicians pointed out; hence the only 
hope was to transplant a healthy 
o r­ 
gan. 
Dr. Alex is Carrel has transplanted 
the kidney s o f do gs, and the animals 
o perated o n so o n reco v ered. 
Dr. Car­ 
rel is repo rted to hav e said a similar 
o peratio n is po ssible o n the human 
bo dy . 
By the time that suggestio n 
reached Maco n, ho wev er, Mr. Walker 
was so weak that he co uld no t hav e 
surv iv ed the surgical sho ck o f the o p­ 
eratio n. 
Beginning o f the End. 
Gradually the po iso n did its deadly 
wo rk. 
Mr. Walker grew weaker, and 
his pulse increased to an alarming 
rate.

ing, and ev ery suggestio n co ming fro m 
reputable so urces was tried by the 
phy sicians in attendance. 
Sho rtly after the last sunset Mr. 
Walker was ev er to see he called a 
nurse to his bed and asked her what 
the phy sicians had said in a whispered 
co nsultatio n a few minutes earlier. 
“ Did they say I must die? ” he asked. 
“ If so do n’t hesitate to tell me. I am 
no t afraid to die. 
My o nly 
regret is 
that I must leav e my family .” 
The nurse, unable to answer his pit­ 
eo us appeal, turned away . The do o m­ 
ed man had guessed aright Then he 
became unco nscio us, and sev eral ho urs 
fa ter he peacefully breathed his la st 
When the news o f his death went 
fo rth the entire city o f Maco n went 
into mo urning fo r him. 
Mr. Walker spent mo st o f his last 
ho urs o f co nscio usness play ing with 
his little so n and try ing to giv e his 
y o ung wife co urage fo r the sho ck o f 
his death, which he knew was so o n to 
co me.
